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As for the Examiner's rejection of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 
1 12, it is respectfully submitted that the lack of any particles convertible into 
abrasive particles is supported in the specification, because the specification 
did not discuss any other abrasive particles. 

As for the temperature of manufacturing of the tools, this 
temperature was in particular confirmed by the practical manufacturing 
process of producing the tools in Universal Photonics, Inc., which is the 
assignee of this present application. 

As forthe corresponding terms, it is believed that they are clear 
from the claims and the disclosure. 

The patent to Heany does not teach the new features of the 
present invention, since it deals with a totally different issue, and does not 
deal with production of a tool in which material during the manufacture is 
converted into another.
